stake in 'this Canada of ours,' will 
tend to increase the mania for specula- 
tion already apparent in certain quar- 
ters." - The Montreal Herald (also Lib- 
eral) says that "tho disposition of tho 
■work by calling in private enterprise 
and vigilance is by far the best method 

. of attaining tho desired object. That 

' object is a double one — to make the 
road and settle tho country. Tlie last 
must go hand-in-hand with the first ob

New York, Oct. Ih— The Star and 
Herald of Panama says: A. decree issu- 
ed by President Guardi of Costa Rica 
re-establishes the law of January 1878, 
by which all personal guarantees are 
abolished and the community is left at 
the mercy of a dictator. 

The most important news f.ioui the 
southwest coast is an account of the de- 
struction of the Chilean sloo]) Covad - 
ouga. Chileans ))icked up an empty 
loat at sea between Cauc-uy and An- 
coii which on being hoisted on deck 
xploded and sank the Covadonga in a 
few minutes. The Covadonga was 
captured by Chileans from Spain dur- 
ing the Spanish aggression on the coast 
11 18G4. -The Chileans continue de- 
asting the northern provinces of Peru. 
The magnificent sugar plantation.s of 
Polo Seco and San Bernard were burnt 
'•V the iuvadens, the owners having re- 
fused money demanded. Live stock, 
ar, riue, etc., about, the village of 
Pueblo'Neuvin were seized >\nd tha 
agei burifed. "^Rolling stock of the 
railway was also burned. A portion 
of the troops went to Supo, continuing 
the work of plunder and destroying 
part of the neighboring town Haci- 
enda by fire. At Payta and Sallana 
all of the rolling stock was burned. 

The Chileans captured the American 
steamer Isluga and expressed tan in- 
tention to capture the Colombian 
schooner Tumaco which they said had 
carried war material to Supo. They 
finally steamed away .in the direction 
of the departments-of-La Libertad and 
Lambaycque. ->i^n ir.a'^- ...j ji. iM .

Chile claims 20,000 men between Ta- 
cua and Arica including 2600; cavalry. 
They declare their intention .of moving 
on Lima between the 10th and 12th of 
October. 

New York, Oct. 9. — Tho Peruvian 
consul in this city furnishes tho fol- 
lowing: The consul general of Peru 
in Panama telegraphs that tho Chileans 
have bombarded Cherillos and Aneon. 
and destroyed many valuable sugar 
plantations in the north. Both the 
above named places were perfectly de- 
fenceless. Cherillos is a fashionable 
watering place near Lima, where many 
foreign and native families had sought 
refuge from the ijhreatened attack on 
Lima. The Society of Vlie Red Cross 
had also established a large hospital for 
sick and wounded. The Chileans havo 
undoubtedly bombarded these places to 
avenge the blowing up of tho Cova- 
donga by Peruvians. 

London, Oct. 9.— The Standard 8h.ya 
that in consequence of the unsettled 
state of afFairs in Lima and tho need 
of additional |)rotection to British in- 
terests orders have been dispatched bv 
telegraph to the commander-in-chief of 
tho British fleet in the Pacific .to defer 
his visit to Tahiti islands and 'proceed 
inn^iedtatelv to Callao.

On either side of tho 
main entrance ate (excellent oshibits of 
local industries, 'that on tho right hand 
being a display of soap from Pondray & 
Co.'s factory, Ilu'.nboklt street, and that 
on tho loft a largo show case containing 
samples of tho numerous choice brands of 
cigars manufactured by white kibor at 
J. Kurtz & Co.'s establishment, Govern- 
ment street. Most of the spaco inimodi- 
atoly in the centre of the hall is devoted 
to tho splendid collection of shells ex- 
hibited by Mr. Robt, Homfray. This 
exhibit, which ia really most creditable, 
com])riso3 beautiful spociuiona from the 
tropical aoas and the Straits of Fuca, as 
well as a great variety of remarkablo 
land shells. Several rare spocimena of 
tho star fish are also oxhibited by the 
same gentleman. The two handsome 
shell cohunna standing at tlio south end 
of tho table are the handiwork of Mrs. R. 
E. Green and the nicely constructed 
model of H. M. Shah ^^hich forms a most 
prominent object in tho centre of tho 
table was built and rigged by Mr. R. 
Godding. Althmigh the inodel is not 
yet finished it is a marvellous example of 
wliat pains and perscvoranco will accoiu- 
\y\iid\. ()n the two side tables there are 
several collections of Indian curiosities,

At tho north end of tho building is a 
very valuable collection of atuifed birds, 
anini.als and animals Iioads, tho property 
of Mr. J. Dobliinson, taxiJorniist. "The 
collection fiirui.sono of tho host features 
of the c.xhibitinn and is in every respect 
most credita!)lo to tho exhibitor who haa 
arranged and grouped tho birds 
iu positions perfectly natural and 
true to life. We doubt if there 
is any bettor pvivato collection on 
the I'acifie coast. Two remarkable table.s 
attract considerable attention: one is made 
from picco.i of marble, found in tho palace 
of the CH'sarsand thccoliseuniandthuotlier 
I Swi.ss table beautifully inlaid and carv- 
>d. In tho cxtromo righthand corner of 
tlio building is a silk quilted petticoat 
bearing tho following inscription: "178 
years old; worn by Mr.i. Mallandaine's 
groat grandmother." Tho article of fe- 
male apoarel in still in excellent preserva- 
tion, although made of delicate material. 
Spocimens of British Columbia copper 
from tho Howe Sound mine are sent b\' 
Langley & Co., Yates street, and Mi-. F. 
0. Richards exhibits specimens of tin 
ore, itc, from tho English mines. Some 
highly finished pieces of marblo sculpture 
are exhibited by Wright & Rudgo of this 
city, who also display several mantle- 
shelves of pleasing design. The workman- 
ship appears on each article appears to bo 
excellent. Hibben & Co. have on show 
a number of volumes beautifully bound in 
costly material and highly illuminated. 
Mr. Tliomas Shotbolt, chemist and 
druggist, exhibits a neat case contain- 
ing samples of medicines of his own 
nianufactnro- The case is surmounted 
by an eagle from whose bill hangs a 
bottlo of J^aliam of Aniseed and at 
whoso foot ia placed an imperial pint of 
Royal Bittor.4. I'lio tables are profii.sely 
strewn with wool-work, many of tho 
pieces being of a very elaborate character 
and the blending of colors in numerous 
instances strictly harmonious. The 
walls are hung with oil paintings, water 
color anil pencil drawings and engravings. 
Anumgst theiu may bo seen copies of 
Guide's "Aurora" and "Beatrice Conci;" 
a portrait of our Saviour by Raphael; a 
half length picture (over 200 years old) of 
Cardinal Roberto Bollarniinei portraits by 
Holbein, Vandyke, Knellor and other 
celebrated masters. It is impossible to 
refer to oven a tenth part of tho exhibits 
and in our next issue wc may have oo- 
c:ision to allude to many articles of which 
no mention is made now.
